EXHIBITIONS 
Yves Gaucher at the MAC 
The work of Yves Gaucher (1934-2000) is being 
presented at the Musée des art contemporains (185 Ste 
Catherine St W) until January 11, 2004. The retrospective 
is curated by Sarah Grant Marchand. 


This exhibition dedicated to Yves Gaucher is intended as 
a tribute to one of the leading figures of abstraction in 
Quebec and Canada, and is the first posthumous 
retrospective of his work. It will present his paintings, 
prints and drawings, in an historical survey spanning more 
than four decades. The works featured run from the late 
fifties to the year 2000, and illustrate the dialogue between 
artistic mediums that was a constant source of inspiration 
to Gaucher. The presentation will revolve around issues 
related to the themes, structural elements and vocabulary 
of colour explored by Gaucher over the course of his 
artistic career. Groupings of works will reveal the scope of 
his artistic project, and will each highlight a particular 
chromatic dialogue. This solo exhibition covering 
Gaucher's entire body of work will help introduce a wider 
public to the artist's major contribution to contemporary 
Québec and Canadian art. 


Yves Gaucher was born in Montreal, Quebec, 1934. 


Between 1954 and 1956, he studied at the Ecole des Beaux- 


Arts in Montreal, and his first solo exhibit of prints was at 
the Galerie L'Echange in Montreal in 1957. After a 
successful run of exhibitions in Canadian and abroad, he 
was invited to participate in the 1966 Venice Biennale and 
in the following year was one of the artists selected to 
participate at Expo ‘67 in Montreal. In 1970, he was 
promoted to Associate Professor at Sir George Williams 
University in Montreal and was appointed Member of the 
Arts Advisory Panel of the Canada Council of Arts in 
Ottawa. In 1976, the Musée d'art contemporain de 
Montréal held an important one-man exhibition of his 
work, titled Perspective 1963-1976. Another important 
exhibition followed in 1979 at the Art Gallery of Ontario in 
Toronto, Yves Gaucher: A Fifteen-Year Perspective: 1963- 
1978. The 150-page catalogue of the show was authored 
by Roald Nasgaard, Chief Curator of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario. In 1980, Gaucher was nominated member of the 
Order of Canada and promoted to Full Professor of 
Concordia University in Montreal.
